commonly applied to the section 
which includes not only East Ten­ 
nessee. but the western Carolinas, 
has

south." 
Cities Grow 
Transfornmbn of a rather cb- 
scure section Is reflected by the 
1930 census which placed two ckles 
in 
the 
valley, Chattanooga 
and 
Knoxville, in the 190,000 class. 
^ 
‘ alf doz1 T towns at the head af **.r 
valley have doubled or trebled In 
the last IO years. 
Water power in this section, se­ 
cret of the metamorphosis, has had 
attention since the government in 
1928 started construction on the 
Wilson dam on the Tennessee at 
Muscles Shoals, Ala. This plant, 
largest in the valley, has a capaci­ 
ty of 260,000 horsepower. 
But Muscle Shoals is only t hint 
of what's brewing 
A 
survey 
of 
East Tennessee streams by army 
engineers shows possible utilization 
of about 140 water power projects, 
which 
could 
generate

horsepower. 
Gigantic Dam 
Proposals include

Where in 1913 hogs and cattle

velopment is only one-fourth com­ 
pleted. 
3 Large Plants 
Hydro-electric plants on the Lit­ 
tle Tennessee, two across the state 
line in North CMroUna and one in 
Tennessee, generate 250,000 horse­ 
power. 
German and American capitalists 
have spent $22,000,000 ner»r Eliza­ 
bethton, Tennessee, for rayon plants 
and the town has grown from 2.849 
iii 1920 to 8,100 In 1930. Five thou­ 
sand men and women arc employed. 
When completed the plants will 
cost $60,000,000 and employ more 
than 25.000. The first units began 
operation as recently as 1927. 
A huge hydro-electric plant, cast­ 
ing about $18,000,000 and generat­

.Water resources of the Tennes­ 
see basin gained additional recog­
